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TO MEET IN MADRID. 


The Followers of Castelar Will 
Gather at the Spanish Capi- 
tal on Tuesday Next. 


The Date Marks the Anniversary 
of the Birth of the Short- 
Lived Republic. 


The Duke of Orleans, Pretender to the 
French Throne, Closely Guarded—His 
Trial Postponed Till Wednesday—The 
Law of Banishment Will Be Enforced 
by the Government—Death of the Pope’s 
Brother, Cardinal eo Emperor 
William Thanked by a Deputation of 
German Workingmen—The Dockmen’s 
Strike in London—Cause of Ex-Hing 
Milan’s Despondency—Thrift of Ex- 
American Consuls—General Foreign 
News. : 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—The Spanish authorities 
are decidedly uneasy over the possible char- 
acter ofthe demonstration at a mass meeting 
called at Madrid for Tuesday next. The llth 
of February is the anniversary of the abdica- 
tion of Amadeus, the recently deceased Duke 
of Aosta, and the inauguration of the short- 
lived Republic, aform of government which 
failed, Spanish theorists say, because it was 
too tender-hearted to punish the enemies who 
were openly plotting its destruction. Many 
think the announced gathering will mark an 
important era in Spanish history. 

An Iberian Republic, somewhat after the 
model of the United States, nicely rounded 
off by the admission of Portugal, is mildly 
hoped for by such Republicans as Marguel 
and Castelar, the Spaniards reminding the in- 
habitants ofthe smaller kingdom how 
handy it would be in case of another 
difficulty to belong to a body capa- 
ble of defending its rights... Senhor 
Gomes is said to have cynically remarked in 
reference to such argument that after the 
Spaniards have driven the English out of 
Gibraltar it will be time to talk of protecting 
other people. 


The French Pretender. 


Panis, Feb. 8.—The Duke of Orleans, the 
oldest son of the Count of Paris, was placed 
in prison last night, and the prompt action of 
tbe government undoubtedly savea consider- 
abletrouble. The Duke of Orleans is now the 
rightful pretender to the throne of France— 


that is, he is the oldest son of the 
Count of Paris, whom all Bourbons recognize 
asthe King. The Duke bad with him a man- 
uscript abdication made by his father anda 
manifesto which he bimself bad prepared 
for the public. There is no doubt but that 
the merchants contemplated a great coup 
d’etat, but were promptly nipped in the bud 
by the Government. 

The Duke claims that his sole object in 
coming to France was to enlistin the regular 
army as a private soldier. N 

The Duke occupies a comfortable apartment 
in the Conciergerie Prison. Tue Duchess de 
Chartres and Princess Marguerite, his aunt 
and cousin respectively, and other friends 
will be permitted to visit him. 

M. Constans, Minister of the Interior, bas 
given orders that he be treated with distinc- 
tion. 

The Monarchist members of the Chamber of 
Deputies have decided to interpellate the 
Government as to its reason for imprisoning 
the Duke. 

The Republique Francaisein commenting on 
the arrest of the Duke, points out that the ex- 
pulsion law imposes a penalty of from two to 
five years’ imprisonment upon the head or 
direct heir of any family that has reigned in 
France who violates its provisions. 

The Pair and Journal des Debats think that 
the best policy of the Government is to have 
the Duke again conducted to the frontier. 

At a meeting of the Cabinet to-day it was de- 
cided to strictly enforce the provisions of the 
expulsion law against the young Duke. 

The Duke was taken before the tribunal of 
the Seine to-day, where he was charged with a 
flagrant violation ofthe law banishing from 
France pretenders to the throne. In reply to 
the charge he said he came to France to per- 
form bis mintary duties. He asked for an ad- 
journment of the case in order to allow him to 
instruct his counsel. The Court thereupon 
adjourned the heuring until Wednesday noxt. 

At the couciusion of the judicial inquiry M. 
Constans will reply to the Monarchist inter- 
pellation In the Chamber of Deputies. He will 
state thatthe Government merely executed 
the law, the provisions of which are precise. 
He willexpiainto the Chamber that art. 4 
of the law of exile enacts that no member of 
the Orleans family shail enter thearmy. It 
does not mention the grade from which they 
are debarred and the Cabinet will, therefore, 
not admit the argument of the Duke that he 
could join the army as a private. 


Ex-American Consuls. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpoy, Feb. 8.—It is somewhat curious 
that nearly all Mr. Cleveland’s American 
consuls in the principal English cities have 
formed business connections in England. 


Russell of Liverpool has hired a house in 
London and affiliated himself with Col. North, 
the nitrate king. Hughes of Birmingham has 
floated several Ohio breweries here and is re- 
ported to have divided a half a milion dollars 
with Gov. Campbell of Ohio from profits of 
their joint speculations. Tom Waller, the 
ex-Consul-General, has enough law business 
in England to call him over here every three 
or four months. And now Maj. E. J. Hale, 
ex-Consu! at Manchester, has gone to India to 
represent a powerful syndicate of North of 
England capitalists. Maj. Hale will return to 
Englaud in May. Itis a good deal of a com- 
pliment to him as an American and also to 
the record he made as Consul that he was 
selected for this journey when a hundred or 
two Englishmen were eager for the job. Next 
summer Maj. Hale will return to America as 
the resident agent for the Manchester Ship 
Canal.

SNOW, HAIL AND Ram. 


A Severe Storm Sweeps Over Western Penn- 
sylvania—The Coast Flood. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 8.—Yesterday about 
noon commenced one of the worst storms 
ever experienced in Western Pennsylvania. 
Snow, hail, rain and wind have been raising 
havoc. In this city the storm did no damage, 
but west of here reports show serious dam- 
age. The telegraph wires are breaking down 
by the weight of ice and snow. In the mount- 


ains the storm is still raging. 

At Blairsville u lafge Klass factory was 
demolished by the wind. Chas. E. Barr, the 
manager, and Wm. Burney, one of the firm, 
were killed and several workmen were 
badly injured. 

At Uniontown the Methodist Church was 
nearly demolished and a house standing near 
was wrecked. All telephone and clectric 
light wires are down and a number of fac- 
tories have been blown down. 

At Connelsville the loss is about $10,000. The 
Catholic church is wrecked and a number of 
stores und houses.

In the Willamette Valley. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 8. The water in the 
Willamette Rivér is falling rapidly and busi- 
ness lu the fooded districts is again assuming 
ite normal condition. Considering the great 


volume of water carried down by the river 
the — in and aronnd the city has been 
comparatively light. The heaviest losers are 
the saw-mill owners, who suffered cousider- 
ably by baving loge and lumber carried 
away. Many ot the logs, however, 
have lodged along the river. and it is 
thought can be saved. Wharves and docks 
have not suffered seriously, — meny of 
them will have to undergo repairs before they 
can be used. While merchants have lost con- 
siderable from suspension of business their 
losses In goods have not been great. It is im- 
ossible to give any correct estimate of the 
oss at present. 

Along East Portiand’s waterffront Johnson’s 
wharf, valued at about $10,000, collapsed and 
a few otber minor losses are reported. The 
Southern Pacific Co. is probably the heay- 
lest loser by reason of washouts on its line 
between here and Ashland. Telegraphio re- 
ports beyond Roseburg have been meager so 
far but reports recefved from Cow Creek Can- 
yon state that a number of bridges have been 
Washed out and several miles of track either 
washed away or covered 24 — 8. 

Advices from points between dere and 
Roseburg state that a number of small 
bridges were washed out and the track de- 
stroyed in many places, though it is thought 
in the Willamette Valley the road can be re- 
paired ina short time. In the vicinity of 
Salem a number of small houses were carried 
away by the flood and stock drowned. The 
principal loss{tbhere, however, was thefcarrying 
off of the large wagon bridge across the river, 
At Independence two warehouses contain- 
ing grain were carried away, causing a loss 
of thousands of dollars. 

On the West Siae division of the Southern 
Pacitic several bridges were carried away and 
the track damaged to a considerable extent, 
At other points along the Willamette a num- 
ber ot small warehouses have been washed 
away with their contents. 

The first loss of life by the floods so far as 
known occurred at Oregon City yesterday 
when an unknown man was drowned. The 
Union Pacific line is snow blockaded between 
here and The Dalles, connection being made 
by boat. orthern Pacitic trains are run- 
ning on time.

SPEAKER ‘REED'S RULES 


THE CODE PRESENTED BY THE MAJORITY 
OF THE HOUSE COMMITTEE- 


Differences Between the New and the Old— 
The Presiding .Officer May Cdunt «a 
orum—Committees’ Powers Increased 
Views of the Democratic Bide—The Se- 
dalia and St. Joseph Postmasterships 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 8.—Though not 
farmally presented in the house the majority 
and minority reports upon the new code of 
rules proposed have been filed with the Jour- 
nal Clerk and ordered printed. 

The majority report, jn great detail, ex- 
plains the difference detween the proposed 
code and that previously in force, but in most 
instances the explanation is unaccompanied 
by any argument. ' 

In regard to the rule authorizing the Speak- 
er to count a quorum the report says: Rule 


19 directs the method of ascertaining a quo- | 


rum when members present refuse to vote on 
a roll-call. The process of ascertaining the 
presence ofaquorum to do business under 
the Constitution would ordinarily be under 
the control of the Speaker, who would derive 
his information from his own senses or by 
the ald of a clerk, or in any way which would 
satisfy bis mind ofthe acouracy of the count, 
Under our system of roll calls, it has been 
deemed more convenient to ascertain and 
announce the votes of members and presence 
of those who refuse to voto at the same time 
and by the same means. 
DILATORY MOTIONS. 

Discussing the new clause to Rule 26, that 
no ‘‘dilatory motion shall be entertained by 
the Speaker,’’ the report says: ‘‘This clause 
is merely declaratory of parliamentary law. 
There are no words which can be framed 
which will limit members to the proper use of 
proper motions. Any motion the most con- 
ducive to progress in the public business or 
the most salutary for the comfort and con- 
venience of members may be used for pur- 


ses of unjust and oppressive delay. 

he majority may be kept in ses- 
sion for a long time against reason 
and good sense, somtimes at the time of s!in- 
gie member and :emetimes for a still longer 
period, atthe willor one-fifth, who are mis- 
using the provision ofthe Constitation for 
yeas and nays, by the aid of simple motions 
proper in themselves but which are improp- 
erly used.

sometimes, of a very few members. hy 
should anassembiy be kept from ite work b 
motions made to delay? Why should one-fift 
evon be entitled to waste a half hour of them- 
selves aud of four-fifths by a motion to ad- 

urn when the members do not wish to ad- 
ourn? 

THE SPEAKER'S POWER. 

If the suggestion should be made that great 
powers are here conferred the answer thatthe 
approval of the House is the very breath in 
the nostrils of the Speaker, and as nobody on 
the earth is so jealous of its liberties and so 

y be quite sure

and, indeed, no interruption ., at 
all until not ou uch isuse 
proper motions is made clear! 
worid, but aleo such action has taken place 
on the part ofthe House as will insure the 
Speaker the support of the body whose 
wishes are hislaw.

Considering the question of providing that 
100 members can constitute a quorum in com- 
mittee of the whole the report states that this 
change is made necessary by members re- 
fusing to vote when the roll is called and 
points out the fact that everything done in 
committee has to be reported to the 
House and that nothing done ie {np no way 
final. In conclusion the majority report 
says: Tour committee have thus gone over 
briefly the proposed new code of rules. The 
believe, if followed out in good faith, it will 
at once enable the House to have due control 
over its business and, at the same time, pro- 
vide the same safe guides of deliberation and 
debate which will enable the House to act 
wisely.’’ 

VIEWS OF THE MINORITY. 

The minority report signed by Messrs. Car- 
lisie and Randall reviews the proposed code 
and criticises many of its features. 

Ihe report says:: Clause 4of rule 26. No 
bill on the House calendar can be reached for 
cons leration unless called up by the com- 
mittee that reported it and under clause 56 of 
the same rule no individual member 
can make an original motion for the purpose 
of considering any particular ‘bill in the 
commitiese‘ofthe whole House on the State of 
the Union. When, however, a motion has 
been made by direction of a committee to co 
into the C mmittee of the Whole on the State 
ofthe Union to considera particular bill an 
individual member may mov amend it by 
designating another bill. This isthe extent 
of his rights under the proposed rule, and it 
is evident that he win be placed at 
a great disadvantage. We are unable 
to discover any estfficient reason “for 
this discrimination against members who 
may not be fortuna enough to secure the 
co-operation of committeas in making their 
motions. If a majority vote is sufficient to 
suspend the rules and fix a day for the consid- 
eration ofa bill when the motion is made by 
direction of a committee, certainly the same 
vote ought to be sufficlent when made by an 
individual member, upon his responsi- 
bility and in behalf of hie constituents. 
The only reasonable oxplanation for 
this discrimination is that it is the 
policy of the proposed rules to suppress tne 
individual members of the House as far as 
possible and increase the powers of the com- 
mittees. In fact, under the proposed rules 
the individual member will scarcely have 
powerto make amotion of any kind except 
when he acts as the representative of a com- 
mittee and by its directions, He will neither 
introduce a bill nor make a report except b 
delivering it to the clerk or the Speaker, and 
if his bill should be erroneously referred he 
cannot himself move to correct it unless be 
does so within three days after its reference.

an adherence to the mandate of the Constitu- 
tion as heretofore interpreted. 

IN THE HANDS OF THE SPEAKER. 

Discussing the abolition of dilatory motions 
the minority is emphatic in its protest. It 
says: ‘‘The proposed clause allowing the 
Speaker to refuse to oeontertain any motion 
which he may consider dilatory, is absolutely 
inconsistent withthe other provisions of thé 
rule. To provide that members shall bave 
the right to make certain motions and 
at the same time to provide 
that the Speaker may refuse to 
entertain them and may. also refuse to 
entertain am appeal from his decision, Is 
simply to place the whole law In the House, 
so far parliamentary motions-are con- 
cerned, ihthe hands of the presiding officer, 
and deprive the members of every right in 
this respect which the rules purport to confer 
upon them. A rule abolishing all parila- 
mentary motions heretofore recognized in 
the House and simply providing that mem- 
bers may make such motions only as the 
Speaker may see proper to make, and take 
only such appeals from his decisions as he 
may see proper to allow, would at least have 
the merit of directness and simplicity. Such 
arule would be no more unreasonable or un- 
just than the one now 2 and prevent 
conflicts on the floor by advising memders in 
advance precisely what their rights are.

Suave how hard times have been with our 
farmers, first without crops, and then when 
there is a good crop the prices are so low as 
to be whelly unremunerative. I know thata 

„ at least, of the difficulty grows out of 
an inadequate supply of the currency, and this 
part Congress can and ought to remedy. 

Ar Congress should double the currency 
circulation, who would get the increase, 
the farmers or the subsidy grabbers and 
protected trusts? 
ln contrast with the wholly ‘‘unremu- 
nerative“ prices farmers are getting for 
their produce, the Lake Superior copper 
mines are making enormous profits on 
their investments, and the Lake Superior 
iron mining companies are, according to 
the Jron Age, earning dividends of more 
than 2 per cent on their stocks. So long 
as the farmer has to sell in free trade 
foreign markets, and buyin a protected 
home market where he is taxed 47 per cént 
on all his purchases, the flusher the home 
market is with money the more he will 
have to pay out and the worse off he will 
be. 

In 1878 our exports of merchandise ex 
ceeded our imports by $300,000,000, and in 
1879 by $251,000,000. We had in the latter 
year a circulation of $17.02 for each in- 
habitant, and the farmer got a dollara 
bushel for his wheat. In 1889, with an 
estimated population of 66,000,000 and a 
circulation of $21.52 for each inhabitant, 
our merchandise exports exceeded our 
merchandise imports by only $57,000,000, 
and, as Senator PLUMB says, the prices 
received by the farmer were “wholly un- 
remunerative.’’ 

These facts and figures show that the 
currency increase of % per capita which 
we haye had since 1882 bas not done the 
farmer any good. How could it when our 
tax laws were arranged so as to turn the 
increase over to other lines of business? 
If Senater PLumMB wants to help the 
farmer he should do something to relieve 
him of those laws, and not fool bim with 
delusive hopes of relief from a currency 
increase in which he can have no possible 
share.

improvement of the Soo Canal, Milwaukee 
harbor and other water ways in the West, 
without waiting to incorporate these appro- 
priations in the river and harbor bill. 

If any special appropriations are to de made 
for water-ways improvement, then this com- 
mittee desizes to call the attention of the 
Honorable Senators and Representatives from 
the States of the Mississippi Valley to the 
urgent necessity of similar action 
in regard to the appropriations 
for the Mississippi river, and more especially 
for that portion of it between St. Louis and 
New Orleans. Its improvement is of the 
oe national importance and affects the 
ransportation interests of the country toa 
areater extent than any other water- way sys- 


tem. 

The work now being carried on under the 
able management and direction of the Mis- 
sissippt River Commission has resulted in 
very great value, and could it be prosecuted 
with vigor and without intermission, would 
in a few years secure safe and uninterrupted 
navigation to the gult.

Untilafew years ago Illinois milk was not 
brought. into the city at all, and the city 
dairies supplied over 90 per cent of the milk 
consumed. 

When itis known that the dally consump- 
tion amounts to 45,000 gallons of milk and

McCarthy and Dixon Battle for Seventy 
Rounds Without Result. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 8.—Cal McCarthy of 
Jersey City and George Dixon, colored, of 
Boston, fought here last evening in a South 
Boston club room for $1,000 and the bantam- 
weight championship of the world held by the 
former. They fougnt seventy rounds to a 
draw. McCarthy had decidedly the best of the 
fight at the opening, and then Dixon had the 


advantage for awhile, but after the twenty- 
fifth round honors were even. Several times 
McCarthy resorted to unfair tactics and 
was hissed. He realized that he had met an 
antagonist who was apt to defeat him. There 
were 100 New Yorkers at the fight. It was 9 
o’clock when the 1l4-pounders began work. 
In the first round McUarthy opened on the 
Bostonian and me on his face and wind 
several times while Dixon was striking wiidly 
for him The Jersey boy again had the fight- 
ing nearly ali his own way in the second 
round, landing almost at will on the negro. In 
the third round McCarthy pranced all around 
Dixon, hit bim at will and got away without 
return. Odds of $1,000 to $600 were freely 
offered on the champion. 

Dixon seemed to wake up in the fourth 
round. He reached for McUarthy several 
times, but the Jersey lad was always some- 
where else about that time. After McCarthy 
had landed on his neck and eye the negro 
rushed bim and had the best of the fierce in- 
fighting which followed. McCarthy tried to 
finish him in the fifth round, but did not suc- 
ceed, though he punished him badly. In the 
sixth the wnite boy again inflicted telling pun- 
ishment on Dixon and it looked as if it would 
be a brief battle. Dixon rallied in the sev- 
enth, however, and McCarthy dropped to 
avold punishment. 

There was hard fighting in the eighth, each 
man Going his share. The same was true of 
the ninth andtenth. In the eleventh round 
McCarthy was badly punished. Dixon 
landed heavily three times in succession and 
en up his work by haumering his an- 

tagonist until the Jersey boy was groggy. An- 
other half minute would have finished the 
champion. McCarthy clinched his man in the 
twelfth and would not bresk when ordered 
todoso. He also butted Dixon, but a claim 
of foul was not allowed. The champion was 

laying for arest. Dixon hit with much more 
orce, In the thirteenth both did considerable 
work, the colored boy baving a shade the 
advantage, however. At the conclusion of 
the round the betting was even. 

McCarthy rallied ju the nineteenth round 
and forced the fighting. He hit Dixon almost 
at will and the betting was again in his favor.
